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REMARKS 


One of Mr. Hampton L. Carson’s earliest “hobbies” was the extra illus- 
trating of works elucidating the history of the country; and as Mr. Carson 
was in no sense an autograph collector, this will explain the reason the valuable 
material enumerated in this catalogue is found in his collection. The prin- 
cipal works he selected to illustrate were: ‘The Lives of the Signers of the 
Declaration of Independence,” “The Continental Congress,” “The Con- 
stitution of the United States,” “The American Navy,” “The Annapolis 
Convention,” “The Presidents and Their Cabinets,” etc., and his aim was 
to obtain letters and documents by participants, the contents of which would 
relate to the subject selected for illustrating. Consequently we find here gath- 
ered together letters and documents of the most vital historic importance; 
as, for instance, in the “Set of the Signers” is a letter from John Hancock, 
signed as President of Congress, dated July 6, 1776, addressed to the Assembly 
of Massachusetts, and relating to the Declaration of Independence. A fine 
letter from John Hart, written Sept. 2d, 1776. One from Wm. Hooper, 
in May, 1775, giving a detailed account of the political situation in New 
York. On the title of a book is the signature of Thomas Lynch, Jr., who 
died early in our struggle for independence; it is of the most extreme rarity. 
A letter from Thos. McKean in May, 1778, in reference to the treaty with 
France. One from Cesar Rodney in May, 1776. From Wm. Williams 
in August, 1773, advocating a union of the American colonies. From Josiah 
Bartlett, in May, 1777, conveying the Resolution of the Committee of 
Safety of New Hampshire in reference to the army. From Chas. Carroll, of 
Carrollton, in December, 1789, resigning from the United States Senate. 
Also fine specimens of letters from Benj. Franklin, Saml. Adams, Carter 
Braxton, Jos. Hewes, Francis Lightfoot Lee, Richard Henry Lee, Richard 
Stockton, Wm. Whipple, and all the other signers, with the exception of 
Button Gwinnett. 

In the set of the members of the Continental Congress will be found fine 
specimens of 166 different members, including most of those which are most 
difficult to obtain. Whilst those of the Presidents of the Continental Con- 
gress are mostly signed in their official capacity, including the original manu- 
script Thanksgiving Proclamation in the autograph of Saml. Huntington, 
on the escape of Gen’! Washington and treason of Arnold. 

The set of the members of the Annapolis Convention is also very fine, 
and includes the original manuscript report of the Commissioners of the 
Annapolis Convention, signed by John Dickinson. This is of intense his- 
toric interest, it being the forerunner of the Constitutional Convention.

The set of the Presidents of the United States and their Cabinets is of 
unusual interest, having been selected with great care, and takes in the period 
from the administration of Washington to that of the present incumbent. 
The letter of General Washington is of the utmost importance, as it relates 
to the advisability of changing the meetirfg place of Congress, on account of 
the yellow fever prevailing in Philadelphia. Those of the other Presidents 
are remarkably fine, including important letters from Zachary Taylor, An- 
drew Johnson, Abraham Lincoln, and General Grant. 

The set of the signers of the Constitution is very full, and contains many 
letters of peculiar interest. 

The United States Naval Officers, embrace rare specimens of letters 
from Commodores Bainbridge, Barry, Barney, Decatur, Elliott, Hull, Jno. 
Paul Jones, Macdonough, Porter, Preble, O. H. Perry, Rogers, Tingey, 
Truxtun, etc. 

In the miscellaneous collection at the end will be found choice specimens 
of letters from revolutionary generals, including Washington and Benedict 
Arnold, eminent historians and literary characters, naval and military 
officers, statesmen, etc. 

This is the most important collection that has been offered for some 
time, and when we take into consideration the growing scarcity of letters and 
documents bearing on historical occurrences, of which many will be herein 
found, it will be a sufficient inducement for those interested to give this 
catalogue their careful attention.

that I am fearful of undertaking a Journey to New York, at this inclement season of ye year. If 
my attendance for want of a sufficient number of members to compose a Senate, cannot be dis- 
pensed with, I shall be under the necessity of resigning my seat. The executive of this State is au- 
thorised to appoint my successor, during the recess of the Assembly, in case of my resignation. I 
wish to execute, to the best of my power, the trust, with which I have been honored by my country, 
but I am confident, my fellow citizens would not require me to hazard my life, or health in the execu- 
tion of it,’’ etc., etc.

An Embarkation of Troops 
is talked of at N. York but no one pretents to say where its Fury will fall; our own affairs do not 
seem to be in a very good Train, The Constitutionalists prevail, and the great ones among them 
will keep their power untill they have convinced all Mankind that they have neither Sense nor Virtue 
enough to govern a Hord of Tartars, And as to the Constitution itself ’tis so shattered and battered 
by its Friends as hardly to be known again by its makers,’’ etc.

A Highly valuable and Historical letter, written two days after the adoption of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

“ PHILADELPHIA July 6th 1776 
Gentlemen. 

Altho it is not possible to foresee the Consequences of Human Actions, yet it is nevertheless a 
Duty we owe ourselves, and Posterity in all our public Counsels to decide in the best Manner we - 
are able, and to trust the Event to that Being who governs both Causes & Events, so as to bring 
about his own Determinations. 

Impressed with these Sentiments, and at the same Time fully convinced that our Affairs may take 
a more favourable Turn, the Congress have judged it necessary to dissolve all Connection between 
Great Britain and the American Colonies, and to declare them free and independent States; as you 
will perceive by the enclosed Declaration, which I am directed to transmit to you, and to request you 
will have it proclaimed in your Colony in the Way and Manner you shall think must proper 

The important Consequences to the American States from this Declaration of Independence, 
considered as the Ground and Foundation of a future Government, will naturally suggest the Pro- 
priety of having it proclaimed in such a Manner, as that the People may be universally informed 
of it.

Letters of the 26th and 2oth of last Month requesting Certain persons Employed in Manufactur- 
ing entrenching Tools and Carrying on Salt Works in the State may be Exempted from bearing 
Arms were laid before the House of Assembly in Answer to which I am Directed to inform you that 
the Militia Ordinances of the State have Subjected the Militia to Certain fines for Non Attendance 
which are fixed as an Equivalent, the persons you mention upon paying the same are Entitled to an 
Exemption, the Assembly are of Opinion (that) particular Exemptions at this time will be injurious 
to the publick and greatly retard the Marching out of the Militia.

This you will see in the papers which I have sent to Mr. Smith, the 
New Yorkers have stepped forward and taken an Active share in the Opposition, not a Tory to be 
seen amongst them, all ranks of People are embarked in the common cause, determined to oppose 
Ministerial Vengeance, A military spirit has diffused itself in an extraordinary manner thro’ this 
Province, it is said a Majority of the Quakers have taken up Arms, certain it is that many in this City 
have done it, some of which are Officers and appear in Uniform, this strong current of oppositions 
to ministerial measures in some instances bordering on Licentiousness call, for the most prudent 
and temperate deliberations of the Congress, to bear and forbear is a precept of Morality calculated 
exactly for these times and as we must draw the Sword & I hope Necessity, not resentment will in- 
fluence our measures, it is highly necessary that North Carolina should be putting herself in a State 
of defence, a company of Militia ought to be formed in each County and Trained frequently, you 
prevailed on Hooper and myself to be elected delegates to attend the Congress, you have been 
instrumental in puting the Halter about our Necks, if we should be obliged to promise too much 
for our Province, we shall want your abilities and influence to carry us through, in the interim you 
ought, I think, to Exert yourself on geting the Province put in a state of defence,”’ etc.

An important historical letter, giving a detailed account of the political condition of New York. 
“Let it suffice that the most perfect harmony subsists among the Members, (of Congress) the Char- 
acters of the New Yorkers is no longer suspicious, they take a forward and an active share in the 
opposition, all ranks of people amongst them are embarked in the common cause, and are sacredly 
resolved to preserve the Congress or perish with the ship. The few Tories amongst them are silent, 
the cry of liberty is irresistible. The Clergy who are never happy but when dabbling in faction 
have met a just reward for their misguided Zeal and have been compelled (6 of them) to seek pro- 
tection on board a Kings Ship. Rivington follows their fortunes, and his printing Shop which 
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forged Calumny and sedition for the whole continent.is shut up. New York must now become 
the seat of War, the Taking of Ticonderoga will convert the attention of Government to that Quarter 
& the N Yorkers will not long be suffered to be indifferent Spectators of its operations. Believe me, I 
do not think they wish to be. * * * * This City has taken a deep share in the Infection which 
is so generally diffused thro’ the Continent. Men, Women, & children feel the patriotick glow & 
think every man in a state of Reprobation beyond the power of heavenly mercy to forgive, who is 
not willing to meet death rather than concede a tittle of the Congress creed. Quakerism has received 
a shock from which it will never recover. An attempt to restrain the other Sects in their spirited con- 
duct has only shown the weakness of their efforts & the insignificancy of their numbers when in 
competition with those who think & act differently from them,” etc., etc.,

From the most intimate confidential 
correspondence, and from the best information, I have abundant reason to be satisfied that both my 
brothers in Europe are as firmly attached to the independence and happiness of America as any 
men that breathe the vital air. I should detest them if I thought otherways, or had any reason to 
think of them than asI have above expressed. * * * * Tis true the number of privateers that 
avarice and enmity have equipped from New York & Bermuda to cruise on our trade is very great 
indeed, I think by their list they amount to more than eighty. Some Frigates are ordered to clear 
our coast of these Rovers, and I hope they will be successful. But this destination of our Frigates 
ought not to be made public. * * * * Holland seems much disposed to us, at least Amsterdam 
is securely with us, and that is a powerful part of their Union. The King of the two Sicilies has 
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opened his ports to us, and the English themselves publish that. Spain has notified to the Court of 
London that she will join France if the former does not acknowledge the Independence of America, 
& make peace. But such is the destructive obstinancy and wickedness of our enemies, that they 
appear determined to try another Campaign,” etc.

For those who are getting together a set of the Signers it 
will be well to know that there is only one known letter of Lynch in existence, and that all the 
other great collectors have had to be satisfied with the signature only, and even that is of the most extreme 
rarity.

Interesting historical letter, in which he says: ‘‘ The treaty of amity & Commerce will be sent to 
each State, but the treaty of alliance with France will be kept for some time in Congress; as there 
was one Judas among twelve Apostles, there may very probably be a traitor to his country in most 
of the General Assemblies, or at least among them appear, and therefore it may be prudent to conceal 
the principal articles until the war commences between France and Britain, or some more suitable 
time.

ORIGINAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS TO THE 
ANNAPOLIS CONVENTION. 


2574. THE ORIGINAL MANUSCRIPT REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS TO THE 
ANNAPOLIS CONVENTION. Signed by John Dickinson, Chairman. 

Dated at Annapolis, 14 Sept., 1786. 4pp. folio. 
This highly important historical document is one of the original reports sent to the executives of the 


different States, and is probably the only one now in existence. It was the forerunner of the Con- 
stitutional Convention and reads as follows: 
“To the Hon the Legislature of Virginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and New York. 

“The Com(m)issioners from the said States respectively, assembled at Annapolis, hereby beg 
Leave to report. 

‘‘That pursuant to their several Appointments they met at Annapolis in the State of Maryland 

on the eleventh Day of September instant, and having proceeded to a Communication of their Powers, 
they found that the States of New York, Pennsylvania and Virginia had in Substance and nearly 
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in the same Terms authorised their respective Com(m)issioners to meet such Com(m)issioners as 
were or might be appointed by the other States in the Union at such Time and Place as should be 
agreed upon by the said Com(m)issioners to take into consideration the Trade and Commerce of the 
United States; to consider how far an Uniform System in their Commercial Intercourse and Regu- 
lation might be necessary to their common Interest and permanent Harmony; and to report to the 
several States such an Act relative to this great Object as when unanimously ratified by them would 
enable the United States in Congress assembled effectually to provide for the same. 

“That the State of Delaware had given similar Powers to their Commissioners with this Differ- 
ence only that the Act to be framed in Virtue of those Powers is required to be reported To the 
United States in Congress assembled, to be agreed to by them and confirmed by the Legislature 
of every State. 

“That the State of New Jersey had enlarged the object of their appointment, impowering their 
Commissioners to consider how far an Uniform System in their commercial regulations and other 
important matters might be necessary to the Common Interest and permanent Harmony of the several 
States and to report such an Act on the Subject as when ratified by them, would enable the United 
States in Congress assembled effectually to provide for the Exigencies of the Union. 

“That appointments of Commissioners have also been made by The States of New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Rhode-Island and North Carolina, none of whom have however attended; but that 
no Information has been received by your Commissioners of any appointment having been made 
by the States of Connecticut, Maryland, South Carolina or Georgia. 

“That the express Terms of the Powers to your Commissioners supposing a Deputation from 
all The States, and having for Object the Trade and Commerce of the United States, your Commis- 
sioners did not conceive it advisable to proceed on the Business of their Mission, under the Circum- 
stance of so partial and defective a representation. 

‘Deeply impressed however with the Magnitude and Importance of the Object confided to them 
on this occasion, your Commissioners cannot forbear to indulge an Expression of their earnest and 
unanimous wish, that speedy measures may be taken to effect a general meeting of the States in a 
future Convention for the same and such other Purposes as the Situation of publick affairs may be 
found to require. 5 

“Tf in expressing this wish or in intimating any other Sentiment, your Commissioners should seem 
to exceed the Strict Bounds of their Appointment, they entertain a full Confidence that a Conduct 
dictated by an Anxiety for the Welfare of the United States, will not fail to receive an indulgent 
Construction. 

“Tn this Persuasion your Commissioners submit an opinion, that the Idea of extending the Powers 
of their Deputies to other Objects than those of Commerce which has been adopted by The State of 
New-Jersey, was an Improvement on the Original Plan, and will deserve to be incorporated into 
that of a future Convention, They are the more naturally led to this conclusion, as in The Course 
of their reflections on the Subject, they have been induced to think that the Power of regulating 
Trade is of such comprehensive Extent, and will enter so far into the general system of the federal 
Government, that to give it Efficacy and to obviate Questions and ‘Doubts concerning its precise 
Nature and Limits, may require a correspondent adjustment of other Parts of the federal System. 

“That there are important Defects in the System of the federal Government is acknowledged 
by the Act of all those States which have concurred in the present meeting. 

“Defects upon a closer Examination may be found greater and more numerous than even these 
Acts imply is at least so far probable from the Embarrassments which characterise the present State 
of our national Affairs, foreign and domestick, at may reasonably be supposed to merit a deliberate 
and candid Discussion, in some mode which will unite the Sentiments and Counsels of all the States. 
In the Choice of the mode, your Commissioners are of opinion that a Convention of Deputies from 
the different States for the special and sole Purpose of entering into this Investigation and digesting 
a Plan for supplying such Defects as may be discovered to exist will be entitled to a Preference 
from Considerations which will occur without being particularised. 

“ Your Commissioners decline an Enumeration of those national Circumstances on which their 
opinion respecting the Propriety of a future Convention with more enlarged Powers is founded, as 
it would be an useless Intrusion of Facts and Observations [obliterated] been frequently the Subject 
of publick Discussion, and none of which can have escaped the Penetration of those to whom they 
would in this Instance be addressed, They are however of a Nature so serious, as in the view of 
your Commissioners to render the Situation of the United States delicate and critical calling for an 
Exertion of the United Virtue and Wisdom of all the Members of the Confederacy. 

‘“‘ Under this Impression your Commissioners with the most respectful Deferences, beg Leave to 
suggest their unanimous Conviction that it may essentially tend to advance the Interests of The 
Union, if the States by whom they have been respectively delegated, would themselves concur and 
use their Endeavours to procure the Concurrence of the other States in the appointment of Commis- 
sioners to meet at Philadelphia on the second Monday in May next to take in to consideration the 
Situation of the United States, to devise such further Provisions as shall appear to them necessary 
to render the Constitution of the federal government adequate to the Exigencies of the Union, and 
to report such an Act for that Purpose to The United States in Congress assemble * as when agreed 
to by them, and afterwards confirmed by the Legislatures of every State, will effectually provide 
for the same. 
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““Though your Commissioners could not with Propriety address these Observations and Senti- 
ments to any but the States they have the Honour to represent, they have nevertheless concluded 
from Motives of respect, to transmit Copies of this report: to-thes United States in Congress assem- 
bled, and to the Executives of the other States.

‘“‘T sincerely hope your son Peyton is in no danger from the sick person he saw, and that the rest 
of your family, wherever they be, are in good healthAre you certain that the disorder of which 
the persons in Germantown died was the real malignant fever of Philad# For every fever now, of 
which people die in, 8& about that city will be so called—I was in hopes Congress might have 
assembled at Germantown in the first instance and there taken ulterior resolutions if the City of 
Philadelphia at the time should be thought unsafe for them to stay in. 

“T have just received a letter from the Speaker of the late house of Representatives (Trumball) 
suggesting the expediency of convening Congress a few days before the first Monday in December 
at some other place than Philadelphia, in order to avoid the necessity of a quorum of both houses 
meeting there,—similar sentiments I have heard, are entertained by others,—Query,—what with 
propriety can the President do under the circumstances which exist?—If the importance, & awful- 
ness of the occasion would justify calling the legislature together at any other place than Philadelphia 
(on acct. of the calamity with which it is visited) where should it be?—This question if German 
Town is also visited, would involve the Executive in a serious, & delicate decision—Wilmington & 
Trenton are equidistant from Philadelphia in opposite directions—but both are on the great thor- 
oughfare through the Union—equally liable on that account to receive the Infection—and each, to 
the members whose distance would be increased, obnoxious.—Annapolis is more out of the com@® & 
has conveniences—but it might be thought that interested & local views dictated the measure.— 
What sort of a Town is Reading, & how would it answer for the purpose of a Session?—Neither 
Northern nor Southern Members would have cause to complain of partiality on acct. of its s##uatton 
Lancaster would be thought to favour the Southern Members most.— 

‘Vou will readily perceive that if a change of place becomes indispensable not a moment is to be 
lost in the notification thereof, whether by Proclamation, requiring it—or by a simple statement of 
facts, accompanied with information that at a certain time and place (which might be blank days 
before the rst of December) I would meet the members in their Legislative capacity, or for the pur- 
pose of ulterior arrangements.—The latter would I presume be a novel proceeding—the other an 
illegal: Act, if there is no power delegated for the purpose & either would be food for scribblers; 
yet, if Philadelphia should continue in its present unfortunate & alarming state something prelimi- 
nary seems necessary.—I wish you to think seriously of this matter; and not only give me your opinion 
thereon, but accompany it with what you may conceive a proper & formal instrument for publi- 
cation; for my consideration leaving the place and time blank thereon, but dilated upon in a letter 
under the sevel views you may take of the subject, especially too as (I have heard but know not on 
what grounds that) it is made a question by some, whether even the Legislature itself having in this 
instance fulfilled the powers of the Constitution have now a right to change the places which are 
established by law—This to me I confess, seems to be a strained Construction of the Constitution 
and is only mentioned to shew that caution is necessary.— 
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“The heads of the Departments you will have no opportunity to advise with on this interesting sub- 
ject, nor do I suppose you will be in the way of seeing professional men of much eminence, otherwise 
I should request you to know their sentiments on the legality—or expediency of convening Congress 
otherwise than in Philadelphia.—

: * Philadelphia, Novr. 21st 1791. 
My dear sir 


“Mr. John Trumbull, with whom you are acquainted, is engaged in painting a series of Pictures 
of the most important Events of the Revolution in this Country, from which he proposes to have 
plates engraved. I have taken peculiar satisfaction in giving every proper aid in my power to a 
subscription for supporting this work, which has been likewise patronized by the principle people 
in this country. 

“In the hope of meeting the patronage of the French Nation (to whose honor as well as that 
of America this plan is directed) Mr. Trumbull informs me he has ordered a Subscription to be 
opened in Paris,—and the object of this letter is to engage your support to the subscription in that 
City and other parts of the Nation where it may be offered 

“'T should not, however, do justice to Mr. Trumbull’s talents or merits were I barely to mention 
his views and wishes on this occasion.—His pieces, so far as they are executed, meet the warm ap- 
plause of all who have seen them.—The greatness of the design, and the masterly execution of the 
work equally interest the man of a capacious Mind and the approving eye of the Connoisseur;—He 
has spared no pains in obtaining from the life the likenesses of those characters, French as well 
as Americans—who bore a conspicuous part in our Revolution; and the success with which his 
efforts have been crowned will form no small part of the value of his pieces. 

“To you, my dear Sir, who knew Mr. Trumbull as a Man and as an Artist, it would perhaps 
have been hardly necessary to say so much as I have done on this occasion.—But I could not in 
justice say less of him when I believe in his profession; he will do much honor to the liberal Art 
of Painting, as well as credit to this his native Country. 

“TJ cannot conclude this letter without congratulating you most sincerely on the King’s acceptance 
of the constitution presented to him by National Assembly, and upon the happy consequences which 
promise to flow to your Country, as wel! as to Mankind in general, from that event. The prayers 
and wishes of the friends to the human race have attended the exertions of your Nation, and when 
your affairs are completely settled under an energetic and equal government the hearts of good men 
will be gratified, and no one will rejoice in your felicity & for the noble & disinterested part you 
have acted more than Your sincere friend and truly
